LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP)—A frus- 
trated, irritated Council of For- 
eign Ministers tonight appeared 
deadlocked on the same Soviet de- 
mand that wrecked the Moscow 
oonference—10 billion dollars in 
reparations from German. 

In a fruitless two-hour session 
today, official observers reported 
the three Western ministers lined 


up against Soviet Foreign Minis- | 


ter V. M. Molotov in an argument 
over economic principles for Ger- 
many that er from French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault 
the comment: “We seem to be go- 
ing around in circles—a process 
which tends to make one sick.” 


In three general papers submit- 
ted by Molotov, it was made clear 
that before agreeing to any basic 
economic principles for a peace 
treaty, the Soviet Union would 
demand fulfillment of its repara- 
tions claim. 

These .reparations claims have 
been bluntly refused by Britain 
and America on the ground that 
destitute Germany cannot pay 
them and any such payment could 
only come from American and 
British taxpayers in the long run. 

Furthermore, since the Moscow 
conference the United States and 
Britain have established a level 
of industry for western Germany 
which allows no reparations from 
current production and have told 
the German people there would be 
no further reparations claims, 
after removal of specified facto- 
ries. 

Thus the Soviet demand—in 
Western eyes—is completely im- 
possible of fulfillment.

Molotov, in qualifying clauses to 
his three proposals, made payment 
of reparations a prerequisite to 
any Soviet agreement to establish- 
ment of central German agencies, 
level of German industry and re 
moval of zona] restrictions. 

For example, his proposal on 
zonal boundaries read: 

“With the institution of central 
German departments and the lay- 
ing down of procedure for fulfill- 
ment by Germany of: her repara- 
tions obligations and other main 
obligations, international economic 
barriers shall be abolished and 
conditions necessary for the free 
flow of goods throughout Germany 
shall also be abolished.” 

“All zonal German economic or- 
gans embracing one or more zones 
shall also be established.” 

The second paragraph condition, 
if accepted by the west, would 
wipe out all government controls 
the Western powers have set up 
in their zones. 

In reference to other documents 
put in at Moscow, Molotov made 
it clear the Soviet reparations 
claim remains at 10 billion dollars,

“It just doesn’t make sense for 
us to spend millions and billions 
of dollars to halt the spread of 
Communism in western Europe 
and at the same time aid Com- 
munism by shipping supplies to 
Russia,” he said. 

Russian Names Used. | 

Weichel said a preliminary in- 
vestigation disclosed that numer- 
ous American-built vessels, many 
of them Government-owned and

Canadian Jury Convicts 
Dr. Boyer of Turning 
Over Information on 
Deadly Explosives, 


Raymond Boyer, one of the sci- 


World War II explosive, RDX, 
and former professor at McGill 
University, was found guilty by a 
jury tonight of conspiring. to re- 


veal the DRX secrets to Russia. 
He was convicted of violating the 
official secrets law. 
The jury deliberated only 3% 
minutes in finding the teacher- 
scientist guilty. His was the last 
case to be tried of thosa growing 
out of the Canadian spy ring ex- 
pose which resulted from the con- 
fessions of a former code clerk in 
the Russian Embassy at Ottawa, 
Justice Wilfried Lazure com- 
mitted Boyer to custody, saying 
he would reconvene King’s Bench 
Court Tuesday, when presumably, 
he will pass sentence. Defense 
counsel Lucien Gendron said he 
would appeal conviction. 
Judge Charges Jury. 

In charging the jury, Justice 
Lazure said; “All the words we 
have heard about Communism do 
not interest me. But you must 
always ask yourself if the accused 
has conspired with others named 
to divulge secrets to a foreign 
power. Whether the facts di- 
vulged were important does not 
matter, for the law provides that 
if these facts were divulged, then 
it is an offense,” 
As in the previous spy trials 
growing out of the expogure, the 
chief crown witness was Ignor 
Gouzenko, who fled the Russian 
Embassy and forsook his Soviet 
allegiance in order to give. evi- 
dence of the widespread opera- 
tions of the ring, which allegedly 
had the prime objective of steal- 
ing the atomic bomb secret. 
Boyer had been tried twice be- 
fore, The first trial was termi- 
nated by illness of a juror. The 
second resulted in a jury dead- 
lock. 
In summing up for the crown, 
Prosecutor Philippe Brais prophe- 
sied to the jury a war between 
the United States and Russia “in 
our lifetime.* He charged the 
spy ring exposure had revealed a 
Communist fifth column in Can- 
ada which “sought to undermine 
the strength of this country and 
to impede us in completing our 
Maginot Line in Alaska.”

WIFE OF U.S, OFFICER JAILED

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LEFTISTS IN ROME 


GIVE ULTIMATUM 
ON JOBLESS PAY 


Hint General Strike in 


City Unless Demands 
for Unemployment Re- 
lief Are Granted, 


ROME, Dec. 6 (AP)-—Commu- 
nist-led workers in Rome tonight 
demanded “unemployment relief,” 
and gave the harassed government 
of Premier Alcide de Gasperi 
three days to comply with their 
ultimatum, 

A workers committee, estimated 
by the Communists to represent 
800,000 people in the city and pro- 
vince, also told the government it 
would have to punish police who 
fired on demonstrators during 
rioting last night at the capital's 
gates, The ultimatum carried the 
implied threat of a general strike 
if the demands are not met, 

Although the police themselves 


had been fired upon in the dis- 
orders at Primavalle, a suburban 
slum, the newly-organized Roman 
workers’ high command described 
the action of police as “bestial 
brutality” and declared: 

“The sub-machine guns of the 
government of plutocrats have 
struck men, women end children 
indiscriminately.” 

One worker wag killed at Pri- 
mavalle, where demonstrators 
built paving-block barricades and 
shouted demands for employment 
on public works, 

The attempt of leftist-controlled 
workers in the capital to dictate 
to De Gasperi's Government came 
as 1400 partisans from all sections 
of Italy assembled here in a na- 
tional congress to determine their 
stand In “the present Italian polit- 
ical situation.” 

The ultimatum: to the Govern- 
ment was announced in the Com- 
munist and pro-Communist Social- 
ist newspapers in Rome. The Com- 
munist newspaper L’Unita said the 
new workers’ high command was 
organized to “direct the fight of 
Roman labor” for a voice in man- 
agement and employment policies. 

L’Unita gaid the committee’s ul-

Situated 
at the southwest corner of For- 
sythe and Maryland, the building 
will house the firm’s offices, a 
large store, a tearoom and soda 
fountain.

Across the street to the east, 
Standard Oil Co. paid $55,000 for 
a parcel about 120 by 200 feet, on 
which it plans to erect a three- 
story district office and service 
station. 

Several other buildings have 
been erected in the triangle formed 
by Forsythe and Brentwood boule- 
vards and Maryland avenue, with 
the interior of the triangle to be 
reserved for parking. All build- 
ings, inside and adjoining the tri- 

e, are in Williamsburg co- 
tonial architecture. 

Several reasons for the rise of 
Clayton as a shopping center are 
cited by pramoters. Among them 
are the high-class residential de- 
velopments on the north, west 
and south; ready accessibility by 
good highways and the lack of 
other nearby shopping facilities, 
particularly in the large Ladue 
area west of Clayton. 

Whatever the reason, Clayton al- 
ready is far ahead of all other 
county communities in sales 
volume, as evidenced by state 
sales tax receipts. In 1946 retail 
sales in Clayton, computed on the 
basis of tax receipts, totaled: $15,- 
050,250, compared with $11,752,750 
in Maplewood, $8,389,750 in Uni- 
versity City and $2,406,000 in 
Weliston. Some of the Clayton 
business was on Clayton road and 
elsewhere in the. municipality, but 
the bulk necessarily was in the 
Forsythe area. 

Problem for Future. 


Principal problem for the future, 
in the opinion of some observers, 
is that of parking. While most 
firms have made ents for 
private parking lots, facilities al- 
ready are crowded and shoppers 
frequently have difficulty finding 
a “spot.” 

In the words of one real estate 
man: “The chief reason a suburb- 
anite comes to Clayton to shop is 
to avoid the rat race in connection 
with parking in downtown §&t. 
Louis, Parking must be a one- 
stop proposition, with the shopper 
able to do all his buying without 
having to move his car.” 

‘Ah attempt to solve the prob- 
lem has been made by the Clayton 
Board of Aldermen, which adopted 
an ordinance requiring store 
builders t@ provide parking space 
for one automobile for each 300 
square feet of shopping area an 
for each four seats in a theater.

The 
store, with three floors and a base- 
ment, covering about an acre, will 
stand at the west end of an 8%- 
acre tract fronting 837 feet on 
the north side of Forsythe. The 
rest of the tract will be a parking 
lot with a capacity of 800 automo- 
biles. Parking will be controlled 
from a tower on the store roof, 
the operator directing traffic with 
the aid of electric light signal ar- 
rows and a loud-speaker system.

AILLED IN JAIL WEN

Oklahoma Prisoner Shot With 
Pistol He Had Attempted 
to Fire. 


ANTLERS, Okla., Dec. 6 (AP)— 
A man identified as Steven M. 
Carter, arrested this afternoon in 
connection with the shooting of 


two peace officers, was shot and 
killed today in the Pushmataha 
county jail when he attempted to 
escape. 

He was shot three times by At- 
wood Thompson, Oklahoma game 
ranger, with a pistol that had 
been taken from Carter when he 
was arrested near Valliant, Okla. 

Officers said that Carter had

rangers, and was being searched 
by Jailer Tom Partlow. The shoot-

the jail, 

During the search, Carter 
whipped out a pistol which the 
rangers had overlooked when they 
arrested him, Officers said the 
trigger apparently hung and he 
did not get a chance to fire. 

One of Thompson's bullets en- 
tered Carter’s head, the other two 
the body. The pistol used in shoot- 
ing Carter was one that he had 
previously taken from Deputy 
Sheriff R. L. Page, of Choctaw 
county. 

When Page was shot yesterday 
near Hugo, Okla., Thompson took 
it from Carter when the latter was 
arrested. |

| Territory Seems 


Ready for Mild Boom. 


As for civilian development, Alaska 
seems ready for a mild boom, but most per- 
sons think its extent will depend on the 
amount of Federal’ subsidies of one kind or 
another.. Construction. costs are high, 
around twice those in the United States. 

There are about 3000 miles of road in the 
territory, but this is only a small fraction 
of what is needed. Water and air trans- 
portation rates from the states are “‘out ¢f 
this world,” according to Delegate Bartlett.

He quoted wartime news- 
paper. dispatches from Alaska as saying 
many Russians regarded Alaska as Russian 
territory, and offered historical material to 
oOut.ine a basis on which Russia might claim 
an illegal purchase if it so desired. 


With this in mind, it would. seem 
incumbent upon the Government to assist an 
often-neglected stepchild. In view of the 
military necessity, Alaskans feel assistance 
should not be delayed longer. They think 
that immediate statehood, which would give 
them two Senators and a Representative 
with a vote, is a major necessity. 

What the American people do now about 
Alaska may prevent that area from becom- 
ing a base of operations against the United 
States if another Pearl Harbor attack should 
occur. Alaska, properly fortified, may act 


as a strong deterrent to the ambitions of 
any would-be aggressor.

Limited Supply of Open-Top Cars, Rather Than Foreign 
Aid Is Chief Cause of Situation; Higher Grades Likely 
to Be Short All Winter in Cities and Particularly in 
Those That Have Smoke Ordinances.

NIP ang tuck battle is being waged on several fronts here against the 
A treat of a coal shortage in the Midwest which appears, most likely to af- 
fect the retail grades used in home heating. The situation is rendered 
more serious because no alternate fuels are available. Supplies of natural gas 


are admittedly inadequate and oil and 


liquefied petroleum gas for standby: fa- 


cilities have been hard to get for months. Moreover, for manufactured’ gas and 
coke essential to making steel nothing but coal will do. 


Surveys by the Department of the Inter- 
ior show coal production far ahead of last 
year despite a summer slump accompanying 
the new contract negotiations last July. The 
total for bituminous and anthracite is ex- 
pected to reach 660 million net tons this 
year compared to 592 million net tons in 
1946, 

That total would preclude a shortage, 
even after allowance is made for exports 
under the Marshall European plan, were it 
not for several complications, chief of which 
is the limited supply of the open-top cars| 
used in the coal-carrying ,trade. 

The seriousness of this threat is indicat- 
ed in a warning by H, G. Ward, president, 
to members of the American Coal Sales 
Association, urging greater efficiency in 
handling of cars. 

A contributing factor is the lack of screen- 
ing facilities in most of the mines opened 
during the past few years in the Midwest 
coal areas, largely due to wartime restric- 
tions. As a result, many firms which pro- 
duce the low volatile, smokeless grades re- 
quired to comply with smoke’ ordinances in 
many Midwest cities are unable to screen 
it and have to ship it as run-of-mine coal, 

Bureau of Mines experts forecast a tight 
supply situation all winter for the higher} 
grades of coal for home heating in St, Louis, 
Chicago, Detroit‘and other cities through- 
out the Midwest, especially where smoke 
ordinances are in force, 

The combined effect of the car shortage 
and inadequate screening facilities has been 
reflected in prices: The average retail 
prices in 34 cities checked by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics went up from $10.93 in 
June, 1946, the last month of OPA con- 
trols, to $12.10 in June, this year, an in- 
crease of about 10 per cent. After the sign- 
ing of the new coal contract, average retail 
prices went up to $14.09, in August. They 
are still going up. 


Production Figures 
Mounting Over Last Year. 


The export factor mamly prompted Sena- 
tor Homer E. Capehart, Republican of Indi- 
ana, to announce recently that he planned) 
to introduce whatever legislation may be 
necessary to assure adequate coal supplies) 
at home before additional coal is shipped 
abroad. 

Before the war exporting coal to New- 
castle or anywhere else in Europe just was 
not done. Of the 446 million net tons of 
coal produced in the United States in 1939, 
bituminous, anthracite and lignite, only 14.2 
nillion tons were exported, about 3 per cent, 
practically all to Canada. Even in 1946, 
when production had increased to 692.5 mil- 
lion net tons and exports to 47.7 million, 
most of the export coal still went to Canada. 

But this year the picture has changed 
radieally. Despite mine holidays, United 
States production of all types of coal as of 
October 32. was estimated at 588 million 
net tons, nearly 95 per cent of last year's 
production with two months of the year left. 
Inereasing even faster, exports by the end of 
October had reached 57.8 million net tons. 

A breakdown of this huge export figure 
shows that Europe had received 36.7 million 
net tons by October 31 compared to only 18 
million all last year, the remaining: reéla- 
tively small increase going to other over- 
seas countries and Canada. 

The explanation is not difficult to find. 
Under the Solid Fuels Administration, 
Europe could obtain only coal declared aur- 
plus, -which was universally of low grade. 
When the SFA folded, Europe entered the 
market for higher grade coal in a big way, 
first, because it was badly needed for use in 
metallurgical and chemical plants and, sec- 
ond, because high grade coal was cheaper 
to transport, having a smaller slate and ash 
content than the strip mine product that 
had previously been available, 

Overseas coal shipments rose sharply 
from about. 3.1 million net tons in March, 
the last month of SFA controls, to 5.6 mil- 
lion in August and continuing almost at 
the same rate in September. 

This augmented European demand had 
the effect of raising prices on certain types 
of high grade coal as much as $2 a 
ton. In the absence of any controls, how-) 
ever, there is nothing to prevent foreign 
purchasers from bidding up the price with 
our loaned dollars. . But the more serious) 
effect has been the shortage the foreign 
shipments caused in the supply of open-top 
cars available for coal transportation. 

The Class I railroads have an average of 
approximately 450,000 open-top cars in 
operation carrying coal, according to ODT 
estimates. The 80 per cent increase ip 
overseas exports in only five months took sa 


many cars that now some 48,000, more than 
10 per cent of those in the coal trade, are 


engaged in this traffic from. West Virginia, 
western Pennsylvania, Kentucky and states 
even more remote, to tidewater. 

As overseas coal exports continued to rise, 
the car supply tightened until something 
had to be done. The first thing the Office 
of Defense Transportation did was to put 
an embargo on shipments to Canada. Nor- 
mally there ar> about 8000 more freight 
cars owned by United States railroads op- 
erating in Canada than there are Canadian 
cars operating in the United States. The 
number had swelled to 18,000 when the 
ODT in September issued its order pro- 
hibiting the sending of any more cars across 
the border until enough of ours were Fee 
turned to restore the situation to normal. 
The embargo ruffled some diplomatic feel- 
ings but as one official put it, “We got the 
cars back.”’ 


Open Top Cars Changed 
To Other Types of Traffic. 


During the mine holiday in early July, 
several thousand open-top cars were tratis- 
ferred from coal to other traffic rather than 
keep them idle until the miners returned te 
work, Many of these cars never will get 
back into the coal trade or are being re- 
turned by such circuitous routes that they 
are just getting back now. All our railroads, 
like the Canadian rda 
ly pay the $1.25 a day rental to the owning 
line for any car of any type that may come 
within their jurisdiction. 

Not only do the borrowing roads get the 
revenue above the nominal rental fee, the 
cars spend less time traveling light and 
therefore actually carry more freight before 
getting back to their: home roads. But all

To halt the increasing car shortage, a cut 
of 20 per cent in exports was ordered for 
October. The shortage rose to a peak of 
40,000 cars but coal loading reached 12.4 
million net tons, an excellent record consid- 
ering October brings the peak demand for 
the open-top cars used in that trade. By 
November 15, the shortage was down te 
22,700 cars and the crisis is past, tempor- 
arily at least. 

The State Department had objected to a 
40 per cent cut originally proposed by ODT 
and is certain to fight any further decrease 
in exports because of the critical fuel situa- 
tion in Burope and the coal requirements of 
the 16 nations in on the Marshall plan. 

Practically every one of these nations is 
getting coal from the United States and the 
impact of a cut before the blueprint was 
drawn would be, as one official ccsmenne 
tically described it, “ungood,” even on those 
nations that are relatively. tranquil-politi- 
cally such as Norway, Belgium and Sweden, 
which receive comparatively small amounts. 

In addition to the general question of 
American aid for European recovery are the 
specific cases of France and Italy, where 
coal supply cuts would have almost imme- 
diate repercussions on our efforts to main- 
tain a western orientation. These two coun- 
tries in October received more than 60 per 
cent of our tdétal overseas coal exports. 
France got approximately 1,372,000 net tons 
and Italy about 615,000. 

It is hardly likely, then, that any further 
cuts will be ordered. The embargo ordered 
Thursday on exports of soft coal of the 
grades used for home heating will not ef 
fect total exports for December. For the 
lump and double screen grades embargoed, 
other grades will be substituted for export.

than fortune, A con- 
temporary of 
he 
never enjoyed the solid financial success 
which the theater provided for the Eng- 
lish dramatist, But his later fame is near- 
ly as great, especially among Spanish- 
speaking peoples. 


Mr. Bell’s great love of Cervantes and 
of Spain is everywhere apparent, but he 
is a rather crotchety person, disagreeing 
contentiously with many other interpret- 
ers of the great romance about the man 
who tilted at windmills. Hence Mr, Bell's 
book is not._one for the beginner. Its au- 
thor is too sure that he is right, and one 
should approach the great book with the 
help of a man who has a little more charm 
and a little less righteous conviction—say 
Cervantes himself. ' 


Cervantes is always amused by the ex- 
tremist, and Mr. Bell’s reading of his work 
as a sort of anticipatory attack on those 
who would change the modern world, is 
a weird reading which would have amused 
him very much, He made Don Quixote a 
reactionary who loved the idealized past; 
Mr. Bell falls into the very errors which 
Cervantes would have pitied and ridiculed. 


What would he have thought, for exam- 
ple, of a man who can write with a 
straight face of “the neglected virtue of 
selfishness,” or of one who, with an idea 
quite as fixed as that of Don Quixote, can 
write in 1047 that “it may be that she 
(Spain) will lead the way into the new 
Renaissance?”

American business leaders who 
turned .out the Harriman report 
put great emphasis on two types 
of reform: monetary and fiscal. 

Under mone reforms, the 
governments would be asked to 
“mop up” some of the’rivers of 
inflated money in circulation. 

Under fiscal reforms they would 
be asked to stop spending more 
than they take in through taxes. 

Theory Explained. 

Together, the two moves would 
be expected to start prices down- 
ward, Money in circulation would 
more nearly equal the amount of 
goods for sale, money would com- 
mand more confidence, and thus 
trade would loosen up—that’s the 
theory anyway—not only between 
nations, but between the city and 
a farm, ' - 

e “mopping up” process wou 
be simple enough, but it would be 
rough on the profiteers. 

The United States will make no 
definite proposals, but this is how 
one plan could work: 

The French Government, for ex- 
ample, could issue a new franc 
which would then become legal 
money. It could announce that it 
would exchange one new franc 
for five of the old, That would 
mean that for every 100 francs 
held by the French people, they 
would have only 20 francs left to 
spend,

Helping to bring prices down 
would be the new supplies of con- 
sumers’ goods pouring into the 
country under the Marshall Plan.

The other major reform being 
discussed, fiscal reform, is simply 
a matter of putting European 
Governments on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. Since the war, many of 
them have been borrowing from 
the central banks to meet ex- 
penses, That meant the banks 
issued new notes (printing press 
money) and each new issue sent 
prices higher. 

United States leaders would like 
to see European governments de- 
vise some new taxes that would 
be easy to collect—such as a with- 
holding tax to be deducted from 
both pay envelopes and interest 
earnings. They would also approve 
reduction of government expense, 
some of which could be done by 
cutting down government payrolls. 

Obviously such a reform would 
hit many people and be tough to 
put in. 

Might Be Accepted. 

But there is a feeling, among 
both American and European con- 
fereés, that such reforms would be 
accepted, once Marshall Plan aid 
is in the offing, and as Europeans 
became willing to accept immedi- 
ate sacrifices for the sake of the 
longtime recovery program, 

The trouble right now Hes over 
the date on which reforms start. 
The Harriman committee would 
like to see the European govern- 
ments announce their reforms, and 
set a definite date. The Europeans 
have appeared reluctant to make 
any drastic changes urtil the Mar- 
shall aid is signed, sealed and be- 
ginning to be delivered, 

But the United States planners 
feel that the Europeans ought to 
show they can “help themselves” 
befor the United States pledges its 
billions in aid, 

Germany is a separate tough nut 
to crack. The United States plan- 
ners are pretty well agreed that 
German production must get back 
into high gear as soon as possible. 

Too many European factories 
depended on German coal and 
steel to get along without them 
now. But it will take more food 
and comforts for Germans. And 
they will have to come out of 
American taxpayers’ money. 

R, M. Bissell, Jr., of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
who worked with the Harriman 
committee, says the United States 
planners recognize the fears of 
other Europeans over a revived 
German industry. But he points 
out that the United States offer to 
write an Allied treaty to extend 
supervision of German life for 40 
years still stands.

HE official Administration ver- 

sion of the Marshall plan is 

being whipped into final shape. 
According to present intentions, it 
will be submitted to the Congress 
as soon as the interim aid pro- 
gram has been passed, For some 
weeks, in an atmosphere of con- 
siderable confusion, a number of 
committees composed of represen- 
tatives of the interested Govern- 
ment departments have been busi- 
ly combing over the 16-nation 
Paris report, in an attempt to re- 
vise it in terms of American avail- 
abilities. Other committees have 
been attempting to’ draw up a 
blueprint of the organization 
which is to be charged with ad- 
ministering the program. Presi- 
dent Truman shortly will unveil 
the results of all this effort. 

There may be last-minute 
changes, but the chances are that 
the President will call for a large 
separate Government. agency, to 
be headed by a single administra- 
tor directly responsible only to 
the President. This agency .would 
be charged only with the foreign 
aspects of the program—the allo- 
cation and administration of the 
dollars and goods for the Euro- 
pean countries. The new agency 
would be buttoned into the rest 
of the Government by a compli- 
cated committee system. One com- 
mittee, on which the State Depart- 
ment would be represented, would 
be responsible for co-ordinating 
the work of the ami with 
American foreign policy, Other 
committees, with representatives 
of the Commerce, Treasury and 
Agriculture Departments, would 
deal with the impact of the pro- 
gram on,.the domestic economy. 
The idea of a board of directors 
to work with the Administration 
has been tentatively discarded as 
unworkable. 

The cumbersome committee sys- 
tem envisaged in this plan has 
the past tended to bring in/ its 
train a rich crop of rows and juris- 
dictional disputes, and an ele- 
phantine slowness of action, The 
plan may. be greatly revised before 
it ig submitted to Congress, And 
under any circumstances, Con- 
gress is pretty certain to treat it 
with scant respect, since Congress 
is determined to make up its own 
mind on how the program ig to 
be administered. 

More interesting than the offi- 
cial Administration version of how 
the foreign aid program is to be 
organized is the fact that the 
great majority of the technicians 
who have been studying the Euro- 
| pean needs have reached much the 
| game disturbing conclusions. First, 
| they doubt that the enormous job 
of transforming western Europe 
|into a going concern can be ac- 
'complished in four years. Some 
| estimates of the time actually re- 
‘quired are as high as 10 years. 
| Second, they are privately con- 
vinced that the official figures for 
the over-all amount required— 
‘from 16 to 20 billion dollars—will 
not do the job, The statistics seem 
to many of these technicians to 
indicate that the cost to his coun- 
try of an economically and politi- 
cally healthy Europe may come in 
the end to not much less than 
30 billion dollars. 

That is where the second great 
issue which now confronts the

self. Within a very fews years— 
maybe five, maybe 10 — national 
armies or navies and national air 
‘forces will provide no real securi- 
ty. Very soon national defense 
services will be totally unable to 
protect any nation from atomic 
and ‘bacterial weapons. This is 
‘why war is now THE ENEMY. 
What we really have to fight is 
‘popular acceptance of the idea of 
‘war. If and when enough people, 
and enough government leaders, 
recognize this central fact we 
shall have made a great step to- 
ward peace. 
Peace Can Come Only by Steps. 
But peace can only come a atep 
at a time. Since Hiroshima I've 
often felt pretty pessimistic my- 
self. .I have to admit that the 
odds against our preventing a 
final doomsday war; sometime 
within the next 20 or 30 years, 
seem rather heavily against us. 
On the other hand, awareness of’ 
war as our supreme enemy has 
increased considerably since Hiro- 
shima, There is an, aroused, 
peace-struggling elite in America, 
Britain and many other countries. 
There is some awareness that we 
must use to the utmost the ésniall 
margin of time. before atomic and 
bacterial weapons are strongly 
held in various parts of the world. 
Certainly, most Americans are 
convinced that the United Nations’ 
Organization offers our chief 
ground for hope; and that some- 
how it must be made much 
stronger. If such things are only 
a modest beginning, nevertheless 
they are important. They are 
positive resistances to an accept- 
ance of the idea of war as inevi- 
table. Like the concept of the 
ultimate absolute necessity of 
some limited form of world gov- 
ernment, they are capable of 
steady growth and expansion. 
We have to ask ourselves, I 
think, whether we shall permit 


for profits or any other factors 
to prevent us from building a 
world organization capable of en- 
forcing peace. Either we must re- 
fuse to accept any and all dis- 
couraging elements as unconquer- 
able obstacles, or we must resign 
ourselves to mass incineration and 
world-wide catastrophe. But the 
finest minds and clearest visions, 
in the western world at least, are 
refusing to embrace utter hope- 
lessness. Read closely what the 
ablest atomic scientists and some 
of our most. constructive thinkers’ 
are writing or ‘saying. Then you 
know that some progress has been 
made since Aug. 6, 1945, and that 
much more progress is possible, 

One of First Steps to Peace. 

I have these things in mind 
when I express the belief that 
“there remain. ways in which 
America can work to build and 
solidify peace.” The Marshall Plan 
also applies here very definitely, 
as one of the initial requirements, 
A recovering and producing West- 
ern Europe can and should do a 
great deal to clear the ground. for 
international settlements between 
the West and Soviet Ruasia. It 
should consolidate an East-Weat 
equilibrium, Such an equilibrium 
would not only “contain” Soviet- 
Communist expansion. Almost 
certainly it would create a new 
balance in which Moscow woula 
have to make ita share of com- 
promises, The Buropean recovery 
program must be regarded, then, 
as one of our first steps toward 
peace. 

But I also have in mind another 
proposal, Some people call it the 
“Armstrong Plan” because the 
idea was conceived by Hamilton 
Fish Armstrong, distinguished ed- 
itor of “Foreign Affairs.” On In- 
ternational matters Armstrong is 
an outstanding world authority,

Plan” makes a simple suggestion, 
Since the United Nations’ efforts 
are presently. blocked by the vete 
privilege, Armstrong (in his 
published and rémarkable 

book, “The Calculated Risk”) in- 
sists there are still ways in which 
the U.N. can be greatly strength- 
ened as a peace-preserving instru- 
ment. So he proposes this: Let all 
U.N, members, who so desire, join 
a common pact for collective self- 
defense against any aggressor na~« 
tion which may attack any mem- 
ber. This might be called a “Self- 
Defense Agreement” or protocol. 
When two thirds of its signers 
agree that an aggression has been 
committed (and provided action 
by the Security Council remains 
blocked by the veto), all signers 
of the agreement would auto- 
matically act to suppress the ag- 
gressor. 

In reality this protocol would be 
quite similar to the treaty for 
hemispheric action signed by the 
Pan-American nations at Rio de 
Janiero. Armstrong bases his pro- 
tocol on Article 51 of the U.N, . 
Charter. Under that article mem- 
ber nations reserve the right to 
collective self-defensé in event of 
armed attack against a member. 
Such a “Self-Defense Agreement,” 
then, would create a means for 
many member nations to act 
against. agression—if such action 
were. prevented by somebody's 
veto in the Security Council. Any 
blatant aggression against a mem- 
ber should provoke at least a two 
thirds vote for immediate and 
united counter-action, 

Avenue for Swift Action. 

Of course, the aim in this pro- 
posal is to create, inside the U.N., 
a positive obligation which should 
give very long pause to any gov- 
ernment which might contemplate 
an armed attack. Under the 
“Armstrong Plan” all U.N. mem- 
bers would be qualified to sign 
the protocol, if they so desired. 
It would be open to the Soviet 
Union, as to the others, Russia 
and its satellites could join or re- 
main aloof, as they preferred. But 
there would exist in the U.N. a 
completely new avenue for swift 
and positive united action against 
any aggressor nation. And the 
probability of a majority of mem- 
ber nations adhering to such a 
commitment would be great. 


There are strong reasons to be- 
lieve that Armstrong’s suggestion, 
with or without some refinements 
or amendments, may yet receive 
serious consideration in the United 
Nations. It could become the 
nucleus of a future proposal by 
the United States Government. 
The idea has a strong practical 
and constructive appeal. It is a 
statesman-like initiative, directed .. 
toward finding a way by which 
the United Nations’ peace-enfore- 
ing machinery may be much 
strengthened, It also represents a 
new attempt to find a way to bok 
ster international peace—with the 
Russians if possible— without 
them, if that Is unavoidable. 

Another aspect of Hamilton 
Fish Armstrong’s proposal is es 
pecially noteworthy. Its entire 
wrotivation springs from an wre 
yielding, persistent endeavor to- 
ward creating the meang to solidi- 
fy peace.

‘Danger in Time of War. 


The United States could turn to 
foreign oll, American companies 
own enough oil in the Caribbean, 
in the Middle East and in other 
places for an almost indefnite 
period, but in: the event of war 
_—" of this oil might be shut 
off. 

After a thorough study of all 
the problems involved, the Special 
Senate Committee Investigating 
Petroleum Resources recently con- 
cluded: 

“If the United States is to hold 
the place it now occupies on the 
world stage .. . it must deveiop 
a national petroleum pulicy that 
will make certain that we .shall 
not become dependent wpon ary 
other country for our supply of 
liquid fuel.” 

That leaves only one course— 
to make oi] synthetically from 
coal, shale, natural gas or other 
materials, 

Congress had recognized the 
necessity even earlier, in (944, by 
appropriating $30,000,000 for re- 
search. The Office of Synthetic 
Liquid Fuels of the Department 
of Interior, to which the work was 
assigned, decided to concentrate 
on the production of. ci! from coal 
and shale. One reason was that 
the country has vast supplies of 
both raw materials. Another was 
that private industry was already 
far advanced in the synthesis of 
oil, from natural gas. Govern- 
ment help was not needed in that 
field. 3 

“Hydrogenation” Process, 

The “hydrogenation” demonstra- 
tion plant which the Government 
is building at Louisiana, Mo, — 
scheduled to be completed in July 
—Wwill be a principal one in the 
research program. It is designed 
to produce about 200 barrels a 
day of refined oline. This scale 
of operation, the Government be- 
lieves, will supply all the data 
necessary for the later construc- 
tion of a full-scale commercial 
plant. 

Louisiana, Mo., was chosen pri- 
marily because the Government's 
synthetic ammonia plant there was 
ideally suited to produce the oper- 
ating pressures required. Land 
also was available on the Missouri 
Ordnance Works Reservation. 

As soon as possible after the 
plant goes into operation, the de- 
partment will test Illinois and 
other regional coals, Laboratory 
work already has shown that “low 


rank” coals are better for making 
oil than “high rank” ones. If the 
tests should demonstrate that I)li- 
nois and other Midwest coals are 
particularly adapted to the pro- 
duction of oil, the région would 
be a natural center for the devel- 
opment of a major new industry. 
Wyoming Coal to Be Tested. 
The first step will be to crush, 
wash, screen and dry the coal. 
(Production will begin with a 
Wyoming coal.) After this prepa- 
ration, the coal will be mixed with 
a heavy return oil t@ form a 
paste, and along with hydrogen 
gas fed into. pre-heaters, and then, 
into converters. After passage 
through two or four converters in 
series, about 80 per cent of the 
coal will be converted into oil, 
Next the oll is separated into 


high and low boiling material, The | 


high boiling materia) will be cen- 
trifuged to remove unreacted coal 
and ash, and returned for use as 
pasting oli. Most of the lower 
boiling materials will be distilled, 
and passed on into the operation's 
“vapor phase.” 

In the higher pressures during 
the “vapor operation,” the “middle 


oil” is converted in a single stage. 
into a highly aromatic gasoline 
with good octane value and good 
rich mixture characteristics — in 
other words, it will be an excellent 
gasoline and a fine aviation fuel. 

Many important by-products 
may be made by the same hydro- 
genation process. By the proper 
adjustments, it is possible to pro- 
duce liquified petroleum gases, 
and tar acids and bases, 

German Data Invaluable. 

Some of the most valuable data 
used in the design of the Mis- 
souri plant was obtained frém the 
Germans. During the war, they 
made a large part of their gaso- 
line from coal. Early in 1945, 30 
American investigators were sent 
to Germany to study the German 
processes. 

The men responsible for the de-| 
velopment of the Missouri plant 
and other synthesis plants here 
have said that the value of the 
material obtained “cannot be over- 
estimated.” 

Much of the piping, valving and 
equipment required for the Mis- 
souri plant had not previously 
been manufactured in the United 
States. The Germans had devel- 
oped special low -chromium and 
molybdenum heat-treated alloys to 
withstand the raised temperatures 
and high pressures of the process. 
In the absence of such alloys, the 
Missouri plant will be constructed 
of high chrome nickel alloys with 
which American manufacturers 
are familiar. However, they are 
expensive. For commercial pro- 
duction other alloys may have to 
be developed. 

In many ways, the Department 
of Interior scientists have greatly 
improved the German methods. 
They have reduced costa by the 
more efficient use of heat and by 
better gas generating methods, 
German costs appear to have been 
about double what the American 
costs will be. The Missouri plant 
also will obtain a much larger 
amount of oi] per ton of coal, 
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to survive the urgency of such

Creation of Policy. 


“As responsibilities increase for 
the preparation of war, generals 
and admirals will become the cre- 
ators of policy. This militaristic 
influence can seen at work in 
the number of important diplo- 
matic posts abroad now filled by 
officers ‘of the armed services. 
History does not encourage one to 
believe that the rights and free- 


|domsg of a democratic government 


can long survive a dominant mil- 
. influence, ., .” 

Meanwhile antagonism between 
Russia and the United States con- 
tinues its g growth. 

“As the diplomatic representa- 
tives of both countries publicly 
fling insults at each other and as 
the free press of the United States 


and the controlled press of the 
Soviet Union exploit these clashes 


to the limit, fear feeds on fear 
until both Governments may 
awake to discover that the docile 
instrument of propaganda has be- 
come their master. Swept along 
by a rising tide of mass hysteria, 
the national leaders may find 
themselves in positions from 
which there is no retreat.” 


Meyer describes several possible 
courses leading to war between 
Russia and the United States. He 
cannot, of course, know exactly 
what road to war might be fol- 
lowed, but the result he believes 
would be clear: “If war occurs 
while both nations are able to 
survive aggression with sufficient 
force to strike back, the result 
will be atomic devastation of the 
cities of both nations and their 
allies. The victorious state, if it 
can be cailed such, will inherit a 
wasteland among which the starv- 
ing and maimed survivors will 
wander in desolation.” 


United Nations Responsibility, 


The United States has a peculiar 
responsibility for halting the drift 
toward war and for taking world 
leadership in erecting a _ real 
world structure for peace, Meyer 
believes. “Because of its atomic 
monopoly, its strategic air force 
and the size of its industry, the 
United States is temporarily the 
greatest military power on earth. 
‘One cannot predict how long this 
superiority will be maintained, but 
so long as it does last, the United 
States has the responsibility for 
proposing. the peaceful alternative 


to the growing competition (in 
the construction of weapons for 
war).” 

Only a. great popular pressure 
can force official Washington to 
propose such a limited world gov- 
ernment as suggested by Meyer, 
fe believes. He would mobilize 
such a popular will: “If war was 
too important to be left to the 
generals, as Clemenceau once re-

the concept of Musical Therapy in 


the treatment of mental disturb- 
ances, became interested in his 
case, Dr. Altshuler, Swedish born, 
educated here and abroad, was the 
man responsible for “bringing 


back,” through music, the famous 
“Music Master X” a year ago. This 
“man, known only as Horace F., 


had been an exceptionally talented 
pianist with prospects of a bril- 
liant career on the concert stage. 
when he suddenly cracked up. 
Nothing could rouse him from 
his depressive torpor until Dr. 
Altshuler slowly and patiently: re- 
vived in him an interest in his 
music. Even when still, in other 
respects, quite insane, he gave a 
piano concert and his interpreta- 
tion of the great composers won 
acclaim from Detroit critics. 
Through hig music, Horace F. has 
today been restored to a point 
where he is eligible for parole and 
in time he will be dismissed from 


the hospital. 


The influence of the arts upon 
a man’s life and emotions is no 
less éffective than that contrib- 
uted by the academic delibera- 
tions of Freud, says Dr. Altshuler 
who, 10 years ago, started probing 
the effects of music upon the 
mind and emotion and has pur- 
sued the idea until today his con- 


cept, known as Musical Therapy, 


is widely accepted at mental in- 
stitutions and is even being taught 
at several colleges. 

The arts not only please and en- 
lighten, he says, but they assist 
in relieving emotional tension. 
Music, even more than prose and 
drama, presents an opportunity 
for stifled emotions to give vent. 

The composer, in composing a 
piece of music, is merely relieving 
himself of his feelings of hostility. 
It may be hostility toward society, 
or toward an individual, It re- 
lieves him of the need for vio- 
lence. The musician who plays it 
is benefited accordingly, as is the 
person who listens to it, but in 
diminishing proportions.

F someone near you suddenly 

yells: “Hey! Condensation of 

aqueous vapor is taking place 
at a temperature below 32 de- 
grees!” you can be pretty sure 
that snow will soon fall, especially 
if that “someone” happens to. be 
a Harvard Professor. 


Snow crystals are beautiful and 
ponderous, the former if you are 
looking out the windows at them 
and the latter if you have to 
shovel them, No two snowflakes 
are ever alike, and any two snow- 
flakes are different from each 
other.

ROM simple melodies, Ernest 

rapidly progressed. to har- 

monics, What he had learned 
in the two years’ musical instruc- 
tion he had received as a boy be- 
gan to come back to him. In four 
months, collaborating with Dr. Alt- 
shuler, he had composed a couple 
of dozen pieces for the piano and 
for piano and violin, and was at 
work on a symphony. 

“Maybe you would like to talk 
to him,” said Dr. Altshuler. Salis- 
bury came in, a short young man, 
peering nervously left and right 
through hig thick glasses, closely 
clutching a cardboard folder 
packed with sheet music, On the 
cover he had printed, in fancy 
letters, “Ernest Salisbury.” His 
eyes were fixed on the piano in 
Dr. Altshuler’s office as he told 
me something of his history. 


“My father was a coal miner,” 


he said, talking in short, nervous 
sentences, “He died when I was 
2 months old. My brother raised 
the family. Four brothers and 
four sisters besides myself. I was 
raised with the girls of the family. 
I went to the ninth grade and quit 
to go to work. 


“No, I never had any steady oc- 
cupation, I had about a hundred 
jobs. I didn’t like any of them. 
That’s why I became a bum. But 
even when I was a bum I’d spend 
two or three hours a day in the 
public library reading about mu- 
sic and composers, I’ve never been 
to a concert.” 


“In prohibition times my brother 
made beer, I developed a taste for 
it when I was very young, I was 
spoiled too, Whenever got a 
chance I would get drunk, I'd 
been drunk lots of times before I 
was 15 years old. We kids used to 
chip in and buy a bottle of wine. 
I remember on my fifteenth birth- 
day I was drunk as a monkey. 
Any time I got any money it went 
for something to drink. 

“I was 19 when my mother died. 
That really pitched me into it. 
Anything with alcohol in it, I 
didn’t care. Drink morning, noon 
and night. Rubbing alcohol, canned 
heat, anything I could: get.” 

eRe 
RNEST was in and out of the 
alcoholic ward at Receiving 
hospital with great regularity. 

“Been locked up 20 or 30 times,” 
he said, “They just hold ydéu till 
you get sober and let-you go.” 

Ernest told of his last binge on 
the combination of wine, alcohol 
and aspirin. 

“I thought it would kill me,” he 
said, “Instead, it only made me 
see things. I saw things for six 
days.” 

He shook his head as though 
unable to comprehend his own be- 
havior, : 

As time passed in the hospital, 
Dr. Altshuler, enlightened by Er- 
nest’s own compositions, began to 
explain to him the nature of his 
conflicts. Once he understood 
them, and could meet them face 
to face, Ernest began to lose his 
fears, regain his sanity. 


Early in November, five mu- 
sicians of the Detroit Federation 
of Musicians presented a concert 
at the hospital auditorium which 
included one of Ernest’s compo- 
sitions, and three others which he 
had written in collaboration with 
Dr. Altshuler. As a result of this, 
and of other works, composed in 
the hospital, which now number 
more than a hundred, he had been 
given a two-year scholarship at 
a school of music. 


“I had known for a long time,” 
he says, “that I needed help. But 
I didn’t want to have myself de- 
clared insane. I wanted to find 
out what was wrong. I think I 
have.” 

“Many beautiful melodies,” said 
Dr. Altshuler with a smile, “haye 
been brought forth as the result 
of an extreme desire to kill. The 
stronger the melody, the greater 
the desire, I look upon musical 
compositions as the cemeteries of 
extreme desires. The listener is 
benefited as well as the com- 
poser. Music is a great drug store 
upon which I draw, just as a 
doctor draws his materia medica. 
I call it materia musica.”

Financed by grants from the 
Rockefeller Institute, zoologists 
and psychologists are seeking an- 
swers to some profound questions 
from. rabbits, goats, dogs, cats, 
rats, mice, guinea pigs and ham- 
esters, What is the cause of fight- 
ing? Of persecution? Of fear? 
What are the factors that make 
for leadership?. For dominance? 
What are the oe of ‘mo- 
tivation and action 

In. a sense, the scientists are 
exploring in animal societies some 
behavior characteristics which, in 
human society, bear such labels 
as “aggression,” “intolerance,” 
“crime,” or even “divorce.” 
Whether any basic identification 
exists between the behavior traits 
in animal and human societies is 
one of the questions they are try- 
ing to answer.

proving, for instance, that parent 
animals can teach their young to 
teach their offspring a new habit, 
they will have established the 
existence of an animal culture.

that add up, in the human life 
span, to thousands of years. 


To measure the behavior char- 


acteristics of his animals, espe- 
cially dogs and mice, Dr. John L. 
Fuller of the laboratory staff has 
developed some ingenious ap- 
paratus, He has, for instance, a 
device called the “wiggleometer,” 
which ‘exactly measures and 
scores the all-over, random wig- 
gle of a young puppy. This is im- 
portant in determining, at the 
earliest possible age, the in- 
herited activity of a puppy before 
his environment impinges on him 
to modify his inherited traits. 

Another device developed in the 
laboratory by Dr. Fuller in con- 
junction with Thurlow Gordon, a 
New York engineer, is a radio 
transmitter about the size of a 
package of cigarettes which can 
be strapped to a dog. The trans- 
mitter sends to Dr. Fuller, seated 
at a distant vantage point, a 
stream of data signals on the 
heartbeat and respiration of the 
dog as he reacts to an experi- 
mental situation, such as con- 
finement in a restricted space. In 
other words, the state of the dog’s 
inner excitement or clamness is 
transmitted by radio signal with- 
out the dog’s knowing that he is 
being observed. 

There is no reason, Dr. Fuller 
acknowledged, why such a device 
could not be strapped to a base- 
ball batter as he stepped to the 
plate in the last half of the ninth 
inning, with bases full and two 
out, and 70,000 people going 
crazy in the stands.

There are all kinds of apparatus 
for mice, such as mazes and con- 
fined-space runs, where photo- 
electric cells measure their move- 
ments and count them exactly. 
One of the principal studies at the 
laboratory involvés confining ani- 
mals in restricted space, and ob- 
serving the development of, for in- 
stance, stereotyped movements 
which seems to have some re 
semblance to the tic that afflicts 
some persons. 

Some of the mice at the labora- 
tory are suffering from what ap- 
pears to be very much like battle 
fatigue in soldiers. At regular 
periods every day these mice are 
required to enter a tiny arenas 
with a Joe Louis-type of heavy- 
slugging mouse, and battle with 
him against hopeless odds, 
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R. LITTLE, the laboratory 

director, is tremendously in- 

terested from a_. scientific 
point of view in what are known 
around the laboratory as its “fire- 
proof mice.” 

These are a few representatives 
of a very rare strain which sur~ 
vived the incredible heat and the 
smoke of the Oct. 23 fire. Housed 
in the same cages with the mice 
that succumbed, no satisfactory 
explanation has been discovered 
for their survival] without even a 
hint of having gone through a 
bad experience, These mice, which 
are almond-colored, are now des- 
ignated as “burnt almond.” 

Development of the hopless rab- 
bit is a result of an experiment in 
genetics. These have bred to a 
point where they are born with 
an inability to co-ordinate their 
hind legs, apparently with a paral- 
ysis. Another strain of rabbits, 
also deprived of the bunny hop, is 
born in seemingly normal health 
but develops at the age of three 
months an affliction that resem- 
bles ataxia in humans. These just 
lurch around in a drunken man- 
ner or lie on their backs kicking 
their feet in the air. 

The laboratory’s goats are help- 
ing toward an understanding of 
what constitutes leadership in an- 
imals. A passer-by on the Mount 
Desert road might wonder at a 
man walking around a_ field 
among several goats. But that 
would only be one of the scien- 
tists absorbed in trying to learn 
why the dominant goat, which 
grabs all the food and butts the 
other goats around, is not neces- 
sarily the leader when the goat 
flock decides to go somewhere. Is 
dominance separated from leader- 
ship? 

These psychological questions 
are linked here with studies in 
both genetics and environment. 
Genetics, here, is studied not so 
much for its own sake as for use 
as a tool in the environmental 
phase of the research. Dr. Scott 
gays that the more the scientists 
study genetics, the more respect 
they are gaining for the environ- 
mental factors, *° 

The Jackson Memorial Labora- 
tory is seeking basic theoretical 
knowledge; generalizations which 
will simplify later practical appli- 
cations, Scientists know that much 
of what was thought to be human 
nature is merely a _reflectién of 
the nature of the particular hu- 
man society in which the in- 
dividuals live. 

It may be that what is called 
human nature is just animal gen- 
eral nature. The hope here is that 
when the true differences and 
resemblances between animal and 
human societies are made known, 
it will be possible to refer certain 
human problems directly to the 
proper animals for experimental 
problems, 


In that sense, the puppy squirm- 
ing in the laboratory's “wiggleo- 
meter” may be confirming or mod- 
ifying psychiatric theories con- 
cerning the influence of early 
experience on adult human be- 
havior. As for the rowdy rabbits, 
their development here is an 
achievement that can stand by

Law Permitting Step Placed 
in Effect in U.S. Oc- 
cupation Zone. 


By UERITE HIGGINS 


BERLIN, Dec. 6—American au- 
thorities predict that thousands of 
German 


children will find plg 
in American homes as the résult 


,of a law permitting adoption 


that was promulgated this week 
in the American zone of occupa- 
tion. 

The new law sets down pro- 
cedures whereby American occu- 
‘pation officers and civilians may 
adopt displaced persons, German 
and other European children. 

Because of complications aris- 
ing primarily out of United States 
legal requirements and immigra- 
tion laws, hundreds of Americans 
who have applied to adopt Ger- 
man children have been unable to 
take final steps in making the 
children legally their own. 

In Germany, the prospective 
parents must, according to the 
new law, meet not only the Unit- 
ed States requirements, but also 
fulfill German adoption provisions. 
Under the new law, a German 
court in each state of the Ameri- 
can zone will handle adoptions, 
on an individual basis, 

The war has left many thous- 
ands of European children with- 
out parents and from the first 
days when G.l.s came into Ger- 
many attachments have grown up 
between Americans and the home- 
less waifs. 

Soldiers have on occasion want- 
ed to adopt, for instance, the 
youngsters who became mascots 
of their regiments and have been 
grievously disappointed when they 
were told that adoption was not 
possible.

Case-Finding Better Than in 
New York, but Follow-up 
“Is Not So Good. — 


A comparison of the tuDer- 
culosis case-finding activities of 
the St. Louis and New York tuber- 
culosis and health societies shows 
the coverage is superior*hére but 
the follow-up on suspected cases 
is better in. New York, the local 
organization reported yesterday. 


In 1946, the report shows, 50,616 
St. Louis and St. Louis county 
residents were X-rayed with the 
portable equipment of the St. 
Louis society. During the same 
period, the New York organization 
X-rayed only 13,234 persons in 
three boroughs which have more 
than twice the population of the 
St. Louis area. 

During these surveys, 26 active 
tuberculosis cases were found in 
St. Louis and 19 in New York.

FOR FLORIDA VACATIONERS 


Visitors to Miami Beach this 
winter will find a wide choice of 
entertainment to fill the hours. 
They may choose among 23 night 
clubs, three. city-owned golf 
courses, many tennis courts, horse 
racing at three nationally-known 
tracks and dog racing at four, a 
jai alai fronton, brilliant water 
shows, sightseeing by bus or boat 
and deep-sea fishing in the Gulf 
Stream. 

Horse racing has already begun 
at Gulfstream Park and will con- 
tinue there through Jan. 15. On 
the following day the fans will 
move to colorful Hialeah Park 
where the thoroughbreds will run 
through. March 2. Tropical Park 
will end the horse racing seasdén 
with a schedule extending from 
March 16 through April 17. Dog 
tracks in this area have an 85- 
day season this year or five days 
longer than last. 

The $15,000 Metropolitan Miami 
Fishing Tournament, in which 
more persons are said to partici- 
pate than in any other sporting 
event in the world, will open of- 
ficially Jan. 11 and continue 
through April 18.

Winter: in North Carolina is not 
so much a slackening of recre- 
ational pursuits as it is a shifting 
of emphasis. Resorts, moribund 
or sluggish ‘in the summer, come 
to life; the fishernmman turns from 
one species of fish to another, 
and hunters. take up where: the 
surf-bathers left off. 


Winter in the mountains of 
North Carolina is not severe. Ice 
and snow are comparatively rare 
except .on the higher peaks, and 
roads are kept clear throughout 
the . season. 


Ridges and Smokies in the win- 


ter, where many hotels and inns. 


remain open the. year around, 
though most of the larger places 
close. Other thousands go south. 
or north via the mountain high- 
ways, Rates are generally lower 
now. 

Salt-water fishing proceeds off 
the North Carolina coast just as 
long as sportsmen will go ot 
There are records of channel bass 
being caught, in December, of blues 
being taken in January, and of 
many other winter catches. After 
most visiting fishermen have gone 
home, natives of southeastern 
North Carolina find January and 


February the best months to get 


‘large striped bass in the creeks, 
ys, and sounds, Swimming is 
not feasible throughout the win- 
ter, but many visitors pick warm 
days for dips, and behind the 
‘strands they find calm water for 
small boating. 

Hunting is the thing. Eastern 
North Carolina’s lowlands abound 
in deer, bear, birdg and small 
game, and there are a number 
of: winter. sportsmen’s lodges with 
guides and dogs available for 
parties, large or small.

ED STAR INN is one of the oldest restaurants in Chi- 
cago. Once called "Zum Rothen Stern,” it has re- 
mained largely unchanged since its saloon 
It is a simple eating place, with a menu that recalls its 
German origin. The dessert ordered most frequently is 
apple pancake. This substantial dish is aye ge in an 
oversize skillet, is rolled and then glazed @ oven. It 
will serve from four to six persons. 

To make apple , Chef Charles Goepp whisks 
milk, flour, eggs, sugar and salt into a batter. Half the 
batter is poured into a skillet in which a good quantity 
of butter has been heating. Peeled, cored, thinly sliced 
apples are spread over the batter and the rest of the batter 
is poured over them. The pancake is browned on both 
sides. When done it is sprinkled with sugar, dotted with 
butter and rolled. Top of roll is then dotted with butter and 
spread with a mixture of sugar and cinnamon and the 
pancake is placed in a hot oven for a few minutes until 
glazed. 

INGREDIENTS: One-half cup each milk and flour, 
three eggs, one teaspoon sugar, dash of salt, two to three 
large apples; for glaze, four tablespoons sugar and one 
teaspoon cinnamon.
